WAS HUNTED FOR HOURS 


Howard Goodrich Had Been 
‘Watched Night and Day by 
Civic League Secretary. 


Roger N. Baldwin, secretary of the 
Civic League, was aroused from his bed 
in his apartment at the Windsor Hotel, 
3739 Windsor place, at 1:30 a. m. Wednes- 
day by a telephone call. Over the wire 
came a voice which he recognized as 
that of his protege, Howard Goodrich, 
23 years old, a neurasthenia patient, 
whom he had watched with anxious vig- 
illance for three weeks, but who had 
escaped from his watchfulness 15 hours 
before. The voice said: 

“T am at the Jefferson Hotel. I can’t 
stand it any longer. I’m going to end it 
all,” 

The telephone then was’ hung up 23* 
the other end of the line. Baldwin ini- 
mediately called up the clerk at the Jef- 
ferson, learned that Goodrich was thery 
as a guest in room 525, and then asked 
that help be rushed to the room at once, 
in a matter of life and death. 


Yoang Man found Unconscious. 
This message caused a commotion at 


the hotel, and a force of employes 
hastened to room 625. They broke down 
the door and found Goodrich uncon- 
scious on the bed. He had drunk chlo-v- 
form. He was sent to the city hospital 
and Baldwin hastened to his bedside, 
remaining there until 4 a. m., when tire 
physicians said Goodrich seemed out of 
danger. 

Goodrich, a graduate of the University 
of Michigan and an athjete, is the son of 
Eugene C. Goodrich, a wealthy furni- 
ture manufacturers, residing at 517 Paris 
avenue, Grand Rapids, Mich. His ail- 
ment, according to Dr. M. W. Hoge. of 
the Metropolitan Building, was induced 
by overstudy in college. 

Soon after graduation, the young man 
Was treated in a sanitarium in Michigan. 
On an improvement in his condition, he 
came’to St. Louis, two years ago, and 
went to live at the Wjndsor Hotel. There 
he. met Baldwin, another. guest, and 
Goodrich's history enlisted Baldwin's 
rsympathy and friendship. 

Baldwin set himself tu the task of 
watching over his.friend. At Baldwin's 
request, Goodrich took a room adjoin- 
ing his at the Windsor Hotel. Wach 
morning Baldwin took Goodrich to his 
office in the Board of Education Build- 
ing and kept him there under his eye 
until evening. Then they returned to 
the hotel together and Baldwin read 
and talked with him until he grew 
sleepy and went to bed. The purpose of 
this treatment was to keep Goodrich’s 
mind from his own affliction. 

As usual, Tuesday morning, the two 
men went to Baldwin's office. Goodrich 
began his customary daily occupation of 
telephoning to various factories and 
asking for work as a laborer. Bald- 
win, seeing him busy, left the room a 
few minutes. When he returned, Good- 
rich had disappeared. 


Tried to Cure Himsel 
At the city hospital Goodrich ‘told re- 


porters that, although he had studied 
engineering at Ann Arbor, he had also 
taken courses in psychology. He had 
attempted to cure himself, he related, 
by keeping his thoughts from ibis own 
allment, and to this end had worked as 
a factory laborer\in Granite City. 

The patient continued that when he 
was a child his nurse frightened him 
with stories about “the bogy man,” and 
that this might have had some perma- 
nent effect upon his mind.

It was 
reported that A majority of the judges 
of the Court of Appeals had expressed 
themselves in favor of such a course On’ 
the ground that to amend article 4 
would be unconstitutional. Many of the 
Senators, however, strongly opposed this 
action, it was said, and the question be- 
came the subject of bitter debate, final- 
ly resolving itself into passage of a mo- 
tion to decide the question this after- 
noon. 

It was learned that just before ad- 
journment came the members of the 
court were again admonished not to dis- 
close what had occurred during the ses- 
sion.

SNAG IN DRAWING 
UP NEW CHARTER 


Whether to Make Mayor an Or- 


nament or Real “‘Big Stick,’ 
Puzzles Board. 


Whéther the Mayor of St. Louis should 
be ornamental—elected for show pur- 
poses to preside at banquets and pub- 


lic functions—or whether he should be a 
real Big Stick, having extraordinary 
powers in administering the affairs of 
the city, is one of the big questions that 
is agitating the Board of Freeholders 
in the preparation of a proposed new 
charter, according to the declarations 
made to the members of the Business 
Men’s League at the Mercantile Club 
Wednesday by Samuel Rosenfeld, a 
member of the board. 

St. Louis, under its present system, 
tries to elect a Mayor for both orna- 
mental and Big Stick purposes, Rosen- 
thal asserted, and makes a miserable 
mess of the job. He said that St. Louls 
ought to have a Mayor of ability and ca- 
pacity to grasp and handle the affairs 


on the side. 
Defects in Present Charter. 

Rosenthal was invited to tell the mem- 
bers of the league of the defects in the 
present charter. He récalled that in 
1879, three years after the present char- 
ter was adopted, 36 amendments were 
submitted to the people, this showing 
that disatisfaction had arisen at that 
early stage. The amendments were de- 
feated, but 13 other amendments were 
submitted again in 1881. He gave a list 
of the number of amendments submit- 
ted at 11 different elections. These 
facts were pointed out to show ‘how 


present charter has grown to be. 

Specifically, he said the charter was 
being criticised because of its deficien- 
cies in condemnation proceedings, in the 
operation of its plumbing department, in 
the Iimited powers of its health depart- 
ment, making it impossible for the 
Health Commissioner to enforce proper 
sanitary regulations, and in several 
other minor respects. 

Rosenfeld said that the Freeholders 
had heard the charter criticised because 
the Mayor was not permitted to name 
the heads of departments until after he 
had been in office for two years; be- 
cause thé Mayor's appointments had to 
be confirmed by the Council, and be- 
cause he must approve the appointees 
of heads of certain other departments. 

Want Better Assemly Salaries. 

Further critic: em was heard be- 
cause the Water Rates office was 
not made a part of the Water Com- 
missioner’s office, he said, and be- 
cause the members of the Municipal 
Assembly were paid such meager 
Salaries that efficient and capable 
men could not be induced to accept 
the offices. 

The system of legislation he said had 
been condemned by some because the 
Mayor, the Board of Public Improve- 
ments and the House and Council all 
had a hand in it, making it expensive, 
cumbersome and difficult of operation. 
These conditions, he said, diffused re- 
sponsibility and gave the politieal boss 
an easy opportunity to sustain himself. 

It had been argued by some, he said, 
that the Municipal Assembly should be 
stripped of administrative functions and 
required to attend strictly to legislative 
duties, and that this change in the 
system would give quicker results at less 
expense. 

' Would Consolidate Departments. 


ers and critics, Rosenfeld said, that 
there should be a consolidation of many 
of the different departments of the city 
government, and that the Water De- 
partment, Assessor and Collector of 
Water Rates, Sewer Department, Light- 
ing Department and Street Department 
should form one department to be 
known as the Department of Public 
Works. The argument in favor of the 
consolidation, he said, was that it 
would produce greater efficiency, and 
permit the transfer of employes of one 
department to another. 

In things demanded by modern prvé. 
ress Rosenfeld said the Freeholders aad 
heard that the present charter was de- 
ficient in these respects: 

That it provides for no city architec: 
to guard against further architectural! 
building frights and burlesques, and :r- 
regularities in our city streets. 

That there is no provision for stand- 
ardization of supplies, or a municipal 
journal to print the acts of the city 
government, or an annual budget of ex- 
penditures, of an information and com- 
plaint department where the citizen 


-|}could take up his cause and have it 


heard effectively, or power to issue 
bonds upon the income and property of 
public utilities, or a benefited district 
special tax system, or a recall or public 
official, or the introduction of the merit 
system. 

In humanitarian provisions Rosenfeld 
eaid the present charter had been con- 
demned because unreasonable workhouse 
sentences could be imposed upon per- 
sons unable to pay police court fines: 
and because St. Louis has no Board of 
Welfare to provide relief for the city's 
poor. 

Old Charter Greatly Changed. 

Rosenfeld took up the present charter 
and pointed out that of the original 
Article II, dealing with elections, only 
3% lines remained as written in 1876, 
all the rest having been changed by 
amendment or judicial construction. He 
took up each of the % different articles 
and showed how they had been changed, 
leaving the present instrument very

Politicians Recall Noted Losing 
Fight That Race Follower 
Made for J. J. Butler. 


Ed Crow, who prided himself on being 
the homeliest man in St. Louis and 
who had acted as mourner at many fu- 
nerals and had laughed with the living 
and wept with the dead, was ‘“‘waked” 
Tuesday night at Arthur J. Donnelly’s 
undertaking establishment, 2039 Wash 
street. 
Crow will be buried in Calvary Cem- 
etery Thursday afternoon. His sisters, 
Mrs. Johanna Crow and Miss Kate Mc- 
Kinley of Decatur, Ill, have taken 
charge of the funeral arrangements. 
Though for more than 25 years Crow 
was closely identified with horse racing 
in St. Louls, the greater number of 
those who called to pay their last re- 
Spects to him were not former follow- 
ers of the racing game, but men with 
whom Crow had come in contact when 
he was‘active in politics as Democratic 
City Committeeman for the old Fif- 
teenth Ward, now a part of the re- 
districted Fifth Ward.

Another of the mourners, Dick Hanlon, 
recalled that in his younger days Crow 
and Andy Sheridan in partnership con- 
ducted a dancing academy on Broadway 
rear Bremen avenue. Crow advertised 
himself as Prof. Edward Montrose Crow. 
Handbilis exploiting the academy had 
the names of Prof. Crow and Prof. Sher- 
idan in large type and a picture of a 
handsome man in evening dress. 

His Picture Not on Bills.

Crow was a ventriloquist and a skilled 
imitator of animals and birds. Two 
stories of his use of this accomplish- 
ment were told by the mourners at 
Donnelly’s. \ 
Paddy Brown recalled that tn the 
race track days Crow had an argument 
with a street car conductor when re- 
turning home from the track. He got 
even with the conductor by taking a 
seat in the front part of the car and 
at intervals barking like a dog. 
Fooled Men Trying to Rob Him. 
The conductor searched the car for a 
hidden dog and accused several pas- 
sengers of violating the company’s 
rules by carrying a dog on the car. 
Crow, grinning behind his newspaper, 
enjoyed the conductor’s discomfiture. As 
he alighted from the car he turned to 
the conductor and gave a sharp piercing 
bark and the secret was out. 
Another story was that Crow, when 
cashier of the field book at the Fair 
Grounds track, started downtown at the 
end of a day’s racing carrying a valise 
which contained nearly $10.000 of the 
racetrack owners’ money. After chang- 
ing cars at a transfer point, Crow saw 
that two men were following him. He 
suspected they had designs on the va- 
lise. They took a seat directly behind 
Crow in the car. Presently plaintive 
whines seemed to come from the grip. 
Crow looked about apprehensively to 
see whether the conductor had noticed 
the sounds. He leaned over and ‘said 
sharply, “Keep still, Fido.”” There were

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TANGLEFOOT LAW. 

In his eloquent defense of the late Judge Gantt 
for reversing and remanding the Warner case on 
account of the absence of the word “the” in the 
indictment, former Judge Philips. overlooked the 
real point. We do not question Judge Philips’ 
statement that the great weight of judicial au- 
thority supported Judge Gantt in the “the” de 
cision. We do not deny that “the” is an important 
word, nor that other decisions have been based on 
}its absence or misuse. 

The newspaper press, Which Judge Philips, with 

the fine scorn of the old Federal Judge for an 
orkans of public opinion, calls “that. false-hearted 
harlot,” criticised the “the” decision as typical 
of the system of indirection and delay which had 
grown up in American practice. It was a symbol 
of the tangled web of technicalities and processes 
of delay which worked injustice and hardships on 
litigants; especially poor litigants ta whom it was 
often a denial of justice. It made criminal prose- 
cutions a mockery. 
The criticism of the press and the public in 
cluding many able lawyers, was directed at the 
very precedents and practices that Judge Philips 
urged in defense of Judge Gantt and for which 
he and other exponents of tanglefoot law were: 
largely’ responsible. 

Fortunately, the force of public opinion, led by 
the galightened press, is rapidly accomplishing a 
reform of the system by which legal processes will 
be simplified and the work of courts directed more 
to the enforcing of justice than the fortifying of 
technicalities. 
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Fortune telling is now outlawed in St. Louis, 
except by promoters of stock companies, Romeos 
pleading with Juliets, and a few others. 
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INTERPRETING HUERTA 
A dictator should first of all be able to dictate 
so that people will make him out instantly. 
Everybody understood Louis XIV when he an- 
rounced “The State; It Is I.” 
Huerta’s dictation is a bit involved. He has 
a passion for words and a:penchant for long 
polysyllabic ones, like “inhabilitated,” that 
would confuse even a first-class stenographer. 
Still, while ‘it is a bit over our heads, we are 
enabled to guess what he is driving at. Reduced 
to easy terms, such as an umpire would use 
through a megaphone in taiking to the bleachers, 
the proclamation or article, of decree is about 
as follows: 
“Huerta will bat for the Legislature which 
has been ordered to the bench. 
“Huerta will also bat for the courts, which 
have been ordered out of the game. 
“Huerta will also pitch and catch and field 
and in addition he will umpire. 
“Everything else is unconstitutional. Huerta 
is the only constitutional thing in the park.” 
A still shorter and more effective way of put- 
ting it would have been “I am It.” This has 
the merit of Rooseveltian Vigor and punch, and 
indeed surpasses the declaration of Louis XIV. 
However, there is danger in a too bold use of
